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WEST VIRGINIA 

In recounting the things for which we, as a state may justly 
be proud, let us review some of the barriers which have been broken 
down before we could assume the place of prominence we now en- 
joy as a state. 

One hundred eighty-one years ago the first white man reared 
his humble home in what is now West Virginia. The same year a 
village was built on the siteof our little town, then known as “New 
Mecklenburg. ” 

The half century following was occupied with settlements ex- 
tending westward to the Ohio river. 

The pioneer had to face the hardships of life on the frontier as 
well as the frequent attacks by the Indians. 

In the wars in which our tountry has been involved, West 
Virginians have always responded to duty’s call. 

In the French and Indian war they rendered valuable service. 
In the Revolution we find them both in the north and in the south. 
The first company of Minute Men to reach Washington’s head- 
quarters at Boston was organized at “Morgan Spring’’ just outside 
of Shepherdstowu. 

In the “Second War with Great Britain,” also in the “Mexican 
War,” West Virginia's troops were an honor to their state. 

Ihe last great struggle in which our troops were engaged was 
in the War of Secession. The east favored the Act of Secession, 
while the west opposed it. The issue was a grave one: it was a 
question between loyalty to state, and loyalty to Union. With the 
two sections thus divided against each other the opportunity came 
for West Virginia to become a separate state. This she did June 
20, 1863, entering the Union as the thirty-fifth state. It is known 
by various names as “The Tittle Mountain State,” “The Loyal 
Highlands;” also the “Pan Handle State,” and is sometimes styled 
the “Switzerland of America,” her beautiful scenery having won 
this last name. 

Along with the Ordinance of Secession from Virginia was an 
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act to establish “a free school system.” Before the echo from the 
guns of the Civil War had died away in the dense forests, the 
school bell sent forth a louder peal for freedom than has ever been 
sent forth by the Sons of Mars. 

There had been schools established before the state was sepa- 
rated. The first mention we have made of any school in our state 
was that by Washington in his Journal in 1747, where he speaks of 
‘‘Old Fields” now believed to be in Hardy County. In the cen- 
tury following, many more schools were established; but the equip- 
ment was crude and the course of study very narrow. So, little 
progress was made until after the separation. Since that time pro- 
gress has been steady and our people have made the most of their 
opportunities. 

For the year 1907 there was an expenditure for schools of $3,831,- 
124.91, with an enrollment of 253,180 pupils. Our State Universi- 
ty ranks with the best in equipment and in the character of the 
instruction it offers. 

Our Normal Schools compare favorably with those of other 
states having the same advantages. There is abundant opportun- 
ity to secure a good education. 

In a material way, West Virginia has made a wonderful growth. 
Forty-five years ago she entered the sisterhood of states moneyless. 
Today she is one of the richest states in the Union. 

These are some of the riches which have made this rapid growth 
possible: A good climate, freedom from the extremes of heat and 
cold, abundant rainfall, fertile soil. 

These elements have made agriculture, grazing, fruit growing 
of both large and small fruits, and horticulture, some of the profit- 
able industries of the state. 

The forests of hard and soft woods are more extensive than 
those of any other stale covering two-tliirds of the area. This in- 
dustry yields millions of dollars annually. 

Here we find clays, shales, silicia beds for brick manufacture 
and glass, which cannot be excelled. Building stores of every 
kind are here, limestones of best composition and abundant in 
quanity. 

We have more mineral springs than are found in any other 
state. These medicinal waters have been tested for years, some 
for centuries, and are proven equal if not superior to any waters of 
their class found in the world. 
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The greatest mineral wealth of the state consists of her miner- 
al fuels: petroleum, gas, and coal, the output of petroleum in 
recent years has been very great, exceeding Pennsylvania first in 
1900. Along with this industry is that of natural gas. These 
fields far exceed those of Pennsylvania, standing first in the Union 
in the production of this fuel; and last but not least is coal in great 
variety and quantities. Here we find, in proportion to area 
the richest coal fields in the world. The amount of coal placed on 
the market for the year 1907 was 48.910,580 tons valued at more 
than $50,000,000. 

This industry alone will keep our state one of the richest in 
the Union. When from her triple resources of forest, quarry and 
mines, we receive products in such generous quantities, we shall 
not attempt to predict what is in store for us in the future. 

But the greatest asset of West Virginia is that of her people, 
her strong men and brave women, who possess that ability, energy 
and enterprise which enables them to compete with the people from 
any other state or nation. 

•They have held positions of honor and trust in other states as 
Governors, Senators, Representatives, Judges and manj' other of- 
fices; they have won laurels for her by their efficient service at home 
in government, in education, in science, and in the industrial pur- 
suits. West Virginia is a state of workers, and work intelligently 
directed must bring results. 

Since our material resources are being developed, we can now 
devote more time to ethical life. 

One writer has said of our state: 

The rcses nowhere bloom so white 
As in West Virginia. 

The sunshine nowhere seems so bright 
As in West Virginia. 

The birds sing nowhere quite so sweet, 

And nowhere hearts so lightly beat; 

For heaven and earth both seem to meet • 

In West Virginia. 

There is nowhere a land so fair 
As West Virginia; 

So full of song, so free from care 
As West Virginia; 

And I believe that happy land 

The Lord’s prepared for mortal man 

Is built exactly on the plan 
Of West Virginia.

To all friends of the 
Normal Schools, this comes as 
rather an unpleasant announce- 
ment; for it had been hoped that 
this bill would be adversly re- 
ported. Even if it does become 
a law, as long as the State Board 
of Education is composed of 
such conscientious school men 
as it now is, there is no danger 
that schools doing insufficient 
work will be given this privelege. 
Since we have apparently' lost 
our fight against this bill, we 
would say to the Denomination- 
al Schools that our purpose in 
opposing this measure was one 
of principle and not of selfish- 
ness. We opposed it because we 
believed that it was a step in the 
wrong direction, inasmuch as we 
deem it the State’s duty and pre- 
rogative to control completely 
the granting of teachers’ certifi- 
cates. 

Since the above was written, 
the Denonrnational school bill 
has passed both houses and pro- 
mises to become law.

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EDUCATIONAL NOTES 

The aim of Education is the 
harmonious development of all 
the human powers to the end 
that good character may be 
formed. — Levi P. Seeley. 

The three topics that com- 
manded most attention at the 
Chicago meeting of the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence were 
industrial training, delinquent 
pupils, and character building 
in the schools. The remedies 
suggested for delinquency were 
more individual teaching, an 
ungraded room in each school 
building, and special schools for 
children of marked mental defi- 
ciencies. 

Germany has 49,000 universi- 
ty students, France, 32,000, 
Great Britian, 25,000, Italy, 24,- 
000, Russia, 23,000, Spain, 12,- 
000, Switzerland, 6,500. 

The Play-ground Association 
of America is doing important 
work for the children, especially 
in New York. Its president, 
Luther Halsey Gulick, is taking 
up this feature of American ed- 
ucation with great earnestness, 
and is bringing the matter of 
public play-grounds before the 
public. 

The evening schools of N. Y. 
city are doing admirable work. 
Most public-school pupils think 
they have a hard time of it, but 


what would they think of going 
to school after a hard day’s work, 
and toiling on into the “wee 
sma’ hours’’ of the night in or- 
der to gain their education? 
Many of these foreigners are so 
anxious to study that they will 
go right from work to the night 
school without their supper. 
Often these people cannot speak 
English at all, and thus have 
double the work to perform. 

Another university has express- 
ed its disapproval of co-educa- 
tion. Wesleyan University will 
hereafter admit no women. 

Dr. James R. Truax, former 
professor of English in Union 
College, does not agree with the 
majority of educators in regard 
to High School fraternities. He 
says that in the main, their ideals 
are the very best, and urges the 
school authorities to help rather 
than oppose them. He believes 
that the gravest charge against 
secret orders in schools — that 
they discourage the democratic 
spirit among students — has no 
foundation. 

Education has suffered a great 
loss, lately, in the death of so 
many prominent men. There 
is Prof. Simon Somervill Laurie, 
of the University of Edinburgh, 
who was a noted writer on ped- 
agogy- Some of his best- 
known works are the “Rise of 
Universities,’’ “Studies in the 
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History of Educational Opinions 
from the Renaissance,” and 
Life of Comenius.” 

The late president of Clark 
College, Carrol D. Wright, was 
an authority on labor questions, 
and a writer of educational re- 
ports and addresses. 

Dr. Theodore B. Noss died 
March first, shortly after attend- 
ing the meeting of the Depart- 
ment of Supeiintendence in Chi- 
cago. Dr. Noss was connected 
with a normal school in Penn- 
sylvania for about 30 years. 
He spent much of his time trav- 
eling in Europe, and was one of 
the first educators to study the 
subject of German pedagogy. 
He was a zealous advocate for 
the establishing of the N. Y. 
University school of Pedagogy. 


Principal W. S. Lewis, of 
Syracuse comes forward with 
the statement that the modern 
college is the greatest foe to pub- 
lic education today. He claims 
that the courses of study in the 
high schools are determined by 
the colleges, and that many 
must take up studies they do 
not need for the sake of the few 
who are preparing for college. 

Little Valley High School has 
adopted a new plan for gradua- 
tion. Instead of expensive 
gowns, invitations, class pins, 
and the usual ‘Commencement,’ 
the graduates are to use the 
money thus saved by taking a 
trip to Washington, D. C. The 
funds will be composed of con- 
tributions from parents. 
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P. L. S. Since our last report, 
Notes we have been doing ex- 
cellent work, and have 
in general maintained the aver- 
age Parthenian standard. Our 
first meeting for the term was 
on March 26. The program for 
that day was largely composed 
of volunteer work, but was well 
rendered. We listened with 


great satisfaction to a declama- 
tion by Miss Snyder, an interest- 
ing story by Mr. Derr, with pre- 
pared orations by Miss Reinhart 
and Mr. Crowell, and an in- 
structive essay by Mr. Harr. 
Then came the debate. The 
question, That we were justified 
in adopting the fifteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the 
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United States, was strongly up- 
held by Mr. Billmyer, who show- 
ed that all people have rights 
which every one else is bound to 
respect. Mr. Harper replied on 
the negative and showed by good 
argument that the Congress at 
that time was too hasty and that 
we can do without the negro 
vote, and carried off victory from 
the platform.
